In opening 
he said: “Tam glad to so many 
mothers here this afternoon, it shows 
your interest in the success of our 
school, I wish to say a few words to 
yeu mothers on The Relationship of 
the Home to the School.’ When the 
child enters the school, they enter an

from that of the home. Now the 
first lesson the pupil learns is 
discipline. They are taught to obey 


orders promptly and to be fair to 
their fellow pupils. There the first 
principles in self discipline are in- 
culeated, so you see that outside of 
the curriculum what a great aid the 
school is in building character in the 
pupils. Now may I make a suyges- 
tion: when your child comes home 
with some tale and you think your 
child is not getting a fair deal, sup- 


pose, instead of running down the 
teacher or telling your neighbour 
how your child is abused, you visit 
the school and see how hard the 
teacher is working with 380 or 40 
pupils and after school is over have 
a chat with the teacher and get 
acquainted. In fact we would like 


to have the parents drop in any time 
and quietly spend a half hour in the 
school room, you_will_be_given_ascat 
end the teacher will go on with her 
regular work. If you do this I think 
you will go away with the idea that 
our teachers are a hardworking, con- 
scientious group of people and your 
child is in good hands. 


“To the pupils, especially the 
seniors and high school pupils, I 
Want to say a word or two, You 


have now ched an age when you 
should begin to think seriously and 
to recognize your responsibility to 
yourselves, your parents and your 
school. You should aid in discipline 
instead of having to be disciplined. 
We have a fairly stiff -course of 
studies in our high school. If you 
wish to succeed in your school work 
a43 ry that you give it the 
time and attention that any working 
or business man gives to his work.
